Manhattan  Borough  President  Ruth  W.  Messin¬ 
ger  will  be  the  guest  speaker  at  the  annual 
Sisterhood  Shabbat  Service  on  Friday  evening, 
April  12th  at  8:00  p.m.  She  will  speak  on: 
“Anticipate  charity  by  preventing  poverty” 
(Maimonides). 

Ruth  Messinger  took  office  January  1, 1990  with 
a  promise  to  make  city  government  more  acces¬ 
sible  and  accountable  and  to  involve  more  New 
Yorkers  in  the  decisions  affecting  their  lives. 

'An  expert  on  the  city’s  finances  during  her 
twelve  years  on  the  New  York  City  Council, 
Borough  President  Messinger  continues  to  leave 
her  mark  on  New  York  City’s  budget.  She  won 
adoption  of  several  key  recommendations  last 
year,  including  tax  relief  for  apartment  dwellers 
and  business  owners.  She  is  now  using  her 
budget  authority  to  suggest  ways  to  close  the 
city’s  current  large  budget  gap. 

Throughout  her  career,  Ms.  Messinger  has 
worked  to  secure  legislative  protections  against 
prejudice  and  for  tolerance.  To  this  end,  she  has 
mobilized  support  for  passage  of  state  anti-bias 
legislation  and  fought  the  discriminatory  hiring 
practices  of  some  city  contractors.  She  continues 
to  be  heard  on  civil  and  human  rights  at  home 
and  across  the  globe. 

Ruth  Messinger  is  a  third  generation  New 
Yorker  and  mother  of  three  children,  all  of 
whom  graduated  from  New  York  City’s  public 
schools.  She  is  a  professional  social  worker  who 
also  worked  as  a  teacher  and  college  administra¬ 
tor  before  entering  public  service. 

In  addition  to  her  work  in  New  York,  she  is  the 
national  Chair  of  the  Advisory  Council  of  the 
National  League  of  Cities,  immediate  past  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Women  in  Municipal  Government,  and 
Advisory  Committee  member  of  the  Jewish 
jjFund  for  Justice.

The  Fifteenth  An¬ 
nual  Sarah  and 
Samuel  Shapiro 
Shabbat  Morning 
Liturgical  Music 
Service  on  Satur¬ 
day,  April  27th 
will  mark  Can¬ 
tor  David  Lefkow- 
itz’s  fifteen  years 
of  service  to 
Park  Avenue  Syn¬ 
agogue  with  sev¬ 
eral  new  musi¬ 
cal  compositions 
written  for  the 
occasion. 

Featured  in  the  service  will  be  Modim  Anahnu 
Lakh  by  Abraham  Kaplan,  Musaf  Kedushah  by 
Jerome  Kopmar,  Ki  Mitsion  by  Neil  Robinson, 
and  En  Kelohenu  by  Ralph  Schlossberg.  These 
four  composers  are  among  those  who  have 
written  most  successfully  for  our  congregation, 
and  were,  therefore,  commissioned  to  create 
liturgical  music  for  this  service. 

Abraham  Kaplan,  Director  of  the  Conducting 
Department  at  the  University  of  Washington’s 
Music  School,  is  a  brilliant  conductor  of  great 
repute  and  has  directed  our  music  services  at 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  since  1968.  Many 
selections  from  his  Arvit  Leshabat  (Sabbath  Eve 
Service)  are  beloved  and  used  often  in  our 
congregation,  notably  Yigdal,  Mi  Khamokhah, 
Veshamru,  and  Tsadik  Katamar.  For  the  40th 
anniversary  of  the  State  of  Israel  in  1988,  he 
composed  the  beautiful  Prayer  for  Peace  for  us, 
which  shall  be  repeated,  appropriately,  at  this 
service. 

Cantor  Jerome  Kopmar  of  Dayton,  Ohio  has 
been  among  the  most  prolific  and  successful 
composers  of  classical-style  synagogue  music  in 
the  past  few  years,  with  numerous  commissions 
from  prestigious  congregations.  His  songs,  Sh’ma 
B'ni  and  Shim’i  Vat  for  the  Bar  and  Bat  Mitzvah 


celebrants  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  sung 
weekly  by  Cantor  Lefkowitz,  are  among  the 
favorites  of  our  congregants.  In  addition,  he 
composed  Sim  Shalom  and  Hashkivenu  for  us  in 
1986,  Uvnuho  Yomar  in  1987,  Tikanta  Shabbat 
(for  the  new  text  in  Siddur  Sim  Shalom )  in  1988, 
as  well  as  numerous  compositions  which  were 
introduced  at  regular  Shabbat,  Festival,  and 
High  Holyday  services. 

Neil  Robinson,  an  organist  and  contemporary 
composer  of  international  standing,  celebrated 
his  25th  anniversary  as  our  synagogue’s  organist 
at  last  year’s  Shabbat  Morning  Music  Service. 
In  addition  to  his  distinctive  organ  accompani¬ 
ments  and  improvisations  that  add  so  much  glory 
to  all  our  services,  he  has  composed  generously 
for  our  liturgy.  Most  notable  in  recent  years 
have  been  settings  for  Lekha  Dodi,  Barekhu, 
Yiheyu  Leratson,  Vaanahnu,  En  Kamokha,  Av 
Harahamim,  Kedusha  Responses,  as  well  as  a 
hauntingly  beautiful  V'al  Kulam  and  a  spirited 
Adon  Olam. 

Cantor  Ralph  Schlossberg ’s  music  has  had  a 
special  place  in  our  synagogue  ever  since  we 
commissioned  him  to  write  “Joyful  Sabbath” 
for  our  Fourth  Shabbat  Morning  Music  Service 
in  1981.  His  Hatzi  Kaddish,  Sh’ma  Yisrael, 
Musaf  Kedusha,  Yismehu  and  others  from  that 
service,  plus  his  Psalm  98  and  Sheheheyanu  in 
1982,  complete  Hallel  in  1985,  and  many  others 
have  been  wonderfully  received  by  our  congre¬ 
gation  and  congregations  throughout  the  coun¬ 
try. 

The  annual  Shabbat  Morning  “Classical”  Serv¬ 
ice  was  inaugurated  by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz, 
with  the  enthusiastic  support  of  Mr.  George  M. 
Shapiro,  in  the  Spring  of  1977,  toward  the  end 
of  Cantor  Lefkowitz’s  first  year  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  Mr.  Shapiro  and  his  wife,  Rita, 
have  continued  to  sponsor  this  music  service  for 
all  these  fifteen  years  and  have  arranged  to 
maintain  it  in  perpetuity.  The  purpose  of  the 
service  has  been  to  complement  the  synagogue’s 
celebrated  annual  Friday  Evening  Service  of

From  The  Rabbi’s  Desk 

Such  is  the  fascination  of  Passover  that  at  least 
four  out  of  every  five  Jews  in  this  country  will 
sit  down  to  Seder.  No  matter  how  far  some  may 
be  the  rest  of  the  year  from  traditional  practices 
and  observances  of  the  Jewish  heritage,  Seder 
night  will  attract  them. 

And  with  all  the  richness,  the  color,  the  aroma, 
the  symbolism  of  the  Seder,  one  of  the  most 
dramatic  moments  in  the  ritual  will  come  when 
the  door  of  the  house  is  opened  and,  in  hushed 
anticipation,  the  family  awaits  and  expects  the 
entry  of  Elijah  the  prophet.  This  custom  proba¬ 
bly  dates  only  from  the  fifteenth  century.  Ashke¬ 
nazi  manuscript  editions  of  the  Haggadah  from 
southern  Germany  and  northern  Italy  in  this 
period  illustrate  the  entry  of  Elijah  as  the 
precursor  of  the  Messiah. 

In  a  northern  Italian  Haggadah  dated  1478  we 
see  an  illustration  of  the  head  of  the  household  at 
the  open  door,  holding  a  cup  of  wine,  and  about 
to  welcome  the  messianic  guest.  The  Messiah  is 
a  bearded  old  man  on  a  richly  adorned  donkey. 
With  him  on  the  donkey  are  a  man  and  boy;  on 
the  tail  are  seated  a  woman  and  girl,  and  another 
youngster  is  clinging  to  the  tail.  It  all  seems  to 
suggest  the  Messiah  leading  the  whole  family  of 
Israel  to  the  redemption. 

Long  before  the  fifteenth  century  the  rabbis  had 
taught  that  just  as  there  was  a  Pesach  of  past 
deliverance,  so  it  would  be  Pesach  in  time  to 
come  when  the  final  messianic  salvation  would 
occur.  No  wonder  that  medieval  communities, 
suffering  such  oppression,  persecution,  and  mis¬ 
ery,  gave  dramatic  shape  to  their  yearning  for 
the  final  Pesach  of  redemption. 

Why  was  it  Elijah  rather  than  the  Messiah, 
himself,  who  became  the  object  of  the  Seder 
night  welcome?  The  answer  had  to  do  with  the 
belief  that  once  the  prophet  had  arrived,  the 
Messiah  could  not  be  far  behind.  In  addition, 
popular  Jewish  imagination  could  not  depict  the 
Messiah  as  colorfully  as  legend,  song,  and 


folklore  enabled  it  to  do  with  Elijah. 

May  we  all  enjoy  the  ceremonial  of  the  Seder, 
the  four  cups  and  all.  And  may  this  be  the  Seder 
when  Elijah  comes  to  visit,  fulfilling  the  age-old 
dreams  of  all  Israel,  and  bearing  the  long 
awaited  message  that  the  Messiah  is  at  hand  and 
the  redemption  is  dawning  for  us  and  for  all 
mankind.  HAG  SAMEACH!

Contemporary  Music  by  reviving  the  great 
classical  literature  that  had  been  composed, 
primarily  in  19th  Century  Europe,  for  Sabbath 
morning.  By  means  of  this  annual  music- 
worship  program,  an  enormous  quantity  of 
important  musical  interpretations  of  our  timeless 
liturgy  has  been  resurrected,  edited  and  rear¬ 
ranged,  or  composed.  This  music,  introduced  at 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  has  had  an  important 
leadership  impact  upon  other  cantors  and  con¬ 
gregations  throughout  the  country. 

Cantor  David  Lefkowitz  came  to  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  in  1976  upon  the  retirement  of  the 
late  Hazzan  David  J.  Putterman  who  had  served 
with  unique  distinction  for  43  years.  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  has  aimed  to  perpetuate  all  the  worth¬ 
while  heritages  and  sacred  traditions  of  syna¬ 
gogue  music  from  past  communities  and  to 
develop  new  forms  as  well.  He  is  both  a 
traditional  and  contemporary  hazzan,  and  he 
conveys  his  message  of  the  prayers  through  his 
voice  and  artistry,  by  composing,  arranging, 
writing  and  lecturing,  and  through  scholarly 
musical  research.  In  his  dedication  to  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  Judaism  and  the  cantorate,  he  has  emu¬ 
lated  the  example  established  by  his  father, 
Cantor  Jacob  Lefkowitz,  whose  compositions 
and  songs  also  have  an  important  role  at  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue.

Music  Service  is  a  great  tribute  as  well  to  Mr.

Men’s  Club  To  Sponsor  Second 
Yom  Hashoah  Candle  Program 

The  Men’s  Club,  for  the  second  time,  will  be 
mailing  to  its  members  and  to  new  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  members  a  special  Yom  Hashoah 
candle  and  prayer  to  remind  and  help  them 
commemorate  Yom  Hashoah,  which  will  be 
observed  starting  on  Wednesday  evening,  April 
10th  and  Thursday,  April  11th,  in  memory  of 
the  six  million  Jews  who  perished  during  the 
Holocaust. 

The  “Yellow  Candle”  program,  developed  by 
the  Federation  of  Jewish  Men’s  Clubs,  the  male 
volunteer  organization  of  Conservative  Judaism, 
offers  people  the  opportunity  to  observe  Yom 
Hashoah  in  their  homes  or  in  some  kind  of 
community  experieiTce.  The  candle  which  is 
modeled  after  the  traditional  Jewish  memorial 
candle  depicts  a  Jewish  star  and  a  strand  of 
barbed  wire,  reminiscent  of  the  death  camps, 
and  the  yellow  arm  bands  which  Jews  were 
forced  to  wear  during  the  Nazi  period. 

Rabbi  Jules  Harlow,  editor  of  the  highly  ac¬ 
claimed  new  edition  of  the  Conservative  Move¬ 
ment’s  prayer  book,  prepared  a  special  medita¬ 
tion  to  be  recited  at  the  time  of  the  candle’s 
lighting.  The  meditation  reminds  us  not  to 
“forget  the  lives  of  the  men,  women,  and 
children  who  are  symbolized  by  this  flame...” 

In  1990,  90,000  families  commemorated  the 
Shoah  by  lighting  the  “yellow  candle”  in  their 
homes.

Jewish  Laws  and  Traditions 

Pikuach  Nefesh 

Pikuach  nefesh— the  saving  of  a  life — is  the  most 
urgent  mitzvah  in  Judaism.  “Nothing  must  take 
precedence  over  saving  a  life”  (Talmud  B., 
Yoma  82a).  There  is  a  general  principle  in 
traditional  Judaism  (based  on  the  Talmud,  San¬ 
hedrin  47b)  that  the  body  of  the  dead  may  not  be 
used  for  the  benefit  of  the  living.  But  most 
modem  Orthodox  authorities  agree  that  the 
prohibitions  on  deriving  benefit  from  the  dead 
may  be  set  aside  in  cases  of  pikuach  nefesh,  and 
that  organ  transplants  are  permitted  even  in 
cases  where  the  recipient  is  not  in  imminent 
danger  of  death. 

Respect  for  the  dead  and  reverence  for  the 
human  body  are  major  principles  of  Jewish  law. 
Consequently,  autopsies  were  strictly  forbidden 
by  the  early  rabbis.  However,  when  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  pikuach  nefesh  comes  into  conflict  with 
the  reverence  due  a  dead  body,  pikuach  nefesh 
takes  precedence.  Thus,  we  find  that  most 
Orthodox  authorities  after  the  eighteenth  century 
permitted  autopsies  in  cases  where  there  was  a 
clear  benefit  to  the  health  of  others  to  be  derived 
from  the  autopsy.  Particularly  interesting  in  this 
regard  is  the  agreement  reached  in  1944  among 
the  Chief  Rabbi  of  Palestine,  the  Chief  Rabbi  of 
Jerusalem,  and  Dr.  Chaim  Yassky  of  the  Hadas- 
sah  Hospital  “permitting  autopsies  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  cases:  (1)  When  the  civil  law  demanded 
it  in  cases  of  crime  and  in  accidental  death;  (2) 
To  establish  the  cause  of  death  when  it  was 
doubtful;  (3)  In  order  to  save  lives;  and  (4)  In 
cases  of  hereditary  disease.”
